Berlin, March 25— A general strike 
was ordered here today by unanim ous 
action of the com m unist executives. 
It is to become effective Saturday. 
W orkers were urged to arm them ­ 
selves and light to the end.

were urged. 
The com m unists in central Germany 
had subsided som ewhat today, but th e 
leaders were preparing for extensive 
renewal of the riots. 
Four thousand troops were rushed 
into Saxony today. 
They were to be 
quartered at Fisleben 
where 
thou­ 
sands of com m unists were floc king for 
a great dem onstration tonight or Sat­ 
urday. 
Reports here were that troops had 
a sobering effect but that the atm o­ 
sphere was tense. 


Soldiers Sent to Halle 
Halle, 
Germany, 
March 25—G er­ 
man troops arrived here today to sup­ 
press the com m unist uprising. F ight­ 
ing was expected at any moment. 
The soldiers brought artillery and 
machine guns preparing for an on­ 
slaught by thousands of w orkers in 
tile big Oeuna plant. 
A patrol of safety police was s u r­ 
rounded by a great mob near Lisle- 
hen during the night und fighting con­ 
tinued until dawn, 
Police in two days 
of fighting have lost seven men with 
twelve wounded. 
Bitter fighting continued at Klsle- 
ben. 
The strikers 
w ere 
especially 
bitter. 
Showing of arm s had little 
effect on them. 
T he m iners were well 
supplied 
with arm s. 
Compelled

Train service was distilpted in the 
entire district hut especially bad in 
the mining territory.
